guest he was, was thanked for secur 
ing for that occasion such an able 
•peaker; and at tbe same time tbe 
Colonel was called upon for a speech 
and responded in his usual happy 
vein.

Jnmes Dalrymple, manager of the 
municipal tramwuy system in Glas­ 
gow, Scotlund, who will advise Mayor 
Dunne of Chicago on the municipal 
ownership of street railroads, was in­ 
terviewed by William T. Htead for the 
New 
York American Just before he 
sailed for the I uited States. 
W in n 
asked to say a word or two about hU 
Chicago visit Mr. Dalrymple replied; 
About Chicago? 
What word can I 
say? 
T know nothing about the city. 
1 have never even seen it. 1 have nev­ 
er crossed the Atlantic. 
This w ill be 
my first visit to America. 
But about 
the Glasgow tram w ays I can say any­ 
thing you like.” 
“W hat is Glasgow’s opinion now of 
the municipally operated tram s after 
ten years’ 
experience?” 
asked 
Mr. 
Stead. 
“Has it been entirely satisfac­ 
tory or lias this practical test brought 
many defects to light?” 
You will find no two opinions about 
Glasgow.” he declared. 
“ Our expe­ 
riences have conclusively proved the 
superiority of municipal trams over 
those worked by tbe old company. We 
have lowered fares, ex tended the dis­ 
tances for the fares charged, have im­ 
proved the condition of the employees 
and electrified the whole system and 
•till earn a handsome profit, which is 
devoted to making the system more 
efficient and of greater service to the 
public.” 
'Does Glasgow’s ex ample throw any 
light on how other cities can obtain 
possession of their tram lines?” 
“ Glasgow In that respect was more 
favorably 
placed than many 
other 
cities,” 
said Mr. Dalrymple. 
“The 
tramways alwaye have t» een the city’s 
property. 
They were built with the 
city’s money, but In 1871 were leased 
to a private company for twenty-three 
yoars. wtth a clause, under an act of 
parliament which empowered the city 
to work Its system If It failed to co:ne 
to terms with the company. Well, the 
company, like all private Institutions, 
was more concerned as to dividends 
then as to the service given to tbe pub­ 
lic. Consequently there was much dis­ 
satisfaction. ending In a popular move­ 
ment In favor of municipal ownership. 
“ The company’s lease ex pired In J u­ 
ly, 1894. and In 1892, after an election 
fought on this Issue, the city council 
decided not to renew the grant, but to 
provide its own plant and equipment 
and run Its own trams, not paying a 
penny of compensation to the company. 
This involved the city in an immense 
undertaking. In one year it was oblig­ 
ed to construct the entire plant of thir­ 
ty-one miles of double track, Including 
depots, the stabling of 4,000 horses and 
building of store and granary build­ 
ings. 
‘By the 1st of J uly everything was 
completed and the cars were running 
without a hitch. The result was that 
much better cars were put on and the 
fares were reduced 25 per cent, though 
(he old fares had been low. A one cent 
fare was introduced and the distances 
were greatly increased. For a cent one 
can now ride half a mile and for 2 
cents almost two and a half miles. For 
2 cents any inhabitant can reach the 
suburbs, and for 3 he is able to reach 
the country in all directions.” 
“ Hove the tramways become more 
popular? ” 
“ Indeed, yes. 
During the last year* 
of the company’s operation it carried 
54,000,000 persons. We now carry 200,- 
000,000 passengers yearly, over 60 per 
cent of them for two cent fares. Con­ 
sequently the storekeepers and the 
middle classes of people can afford to 
live on the outskirts of the city, and 
this Is greatly benefiting the whole 
city’s health. 
We soon must ex tend 
the city’s boundaries to embrace the 
overflow population.” 
"Has the reduction of fares affected 
the revenue of the lines? ” 
“ Yes,” said Mr. Dalrymple, “ it has 
increased. Our ex periences have been 
that whenever we lowered fares the 
receipts went up. 
The one cent fare 
and tbe long distances covered by the 
two cent fare together made the trains 
immensely popular. 
It Increased the 
number of passengers, which has more 
than compensated for lowered fares.” 
“ What about the employees? ” Mr. 
Stead suggested. "Has their condition 
improved? ” 
“ We have been able to increase 
wages and In many ways to better 
their lot. 
For Instance, we present to 
each man his nnlform. 
This alone 
costs the city £ 5,000 or £ 6,000 yearly. 
“ The electric system was substituted 
for horsepower four years ago. 
We 
adopted the overhead trolley system, 
with very satisfactory results. 
I think 
I may say we have not had a single 
person Injured by wires breaking. 
We 
have tbe moat efficient system of In­ 
spection. 
Every night the whole sys­ 
tem is carefully examined, and all de­ 
fects are Immediately repaired.” 
“Have any profits been devoted to 
rate relief or to a system of improve­ 
ment?” 
“It is the city’s policy to spend all 
the profits of the lines in rendering the 
service Itself better and of greater 
benefit and convenience to the public. 
This, I think, Is the right policy. We 
could relieve the city of part of its 
burden of taxes, but I believe the prof­ 
its can best be used In Improving the 
entire system.”

“a hundred strokes three times” with 
the brush while thinking intently of 
their heart's desire. And who does not 
take good care to wear their new 
things on E aster day? 
Among the earliest of Easter cus 
toms are tbe following: 
At Queen’s college, Oxford, a herring 
placed by the cook to simulate a man 
on horseback is set on a corn salad and 
brought to the table. This is supposed 
to represent a red herring riding away 
on horseback and is the last vestige of 
the once popular pageants of rejoicing 
for the end of the Lenten fast. 
It was erstwhile a habit in English 
towns for the boys after the Easter 
service to run into the street and 
snatch the buckles from the shoes of 
the girls whom they were able to catch. 
Easter Monday, however, it was turn 
about, and the women chased the men 
If the men refused to pay a sixpence 
or happened to wear boots the women 
tried to snatch their hats, and 
to re­ 
cover a hat cost a sixpence. 
In some old towns great cakes were 
brought to church and there divided 
among the young people. 
A singular Easter custom was that 
of “lifting and weaving.” A man sit­ 
ting con tent wily in his home was sur­ 
prised by the servants and women 
of 
his household, who entered bearing 
a 
great armchair lined with white and 
decorated with ribbons and 
favors. 
Tbe man was forced to sit in the chair 
and be lifted by the women, to 
each of 
whom he must give a sixpence. On a 
day in Easter week, either Monday or 
Tuesday, the man lifted the women 
with similar attendant ceremonies. 
Edward I. was lifted in his bed by 
his ladies and maids of honor, and a 
record shows the payment made 
by 
him to have been 
sfime $ 2,000 in six ­ 
pences. 
In older days in England monks at 
Easter acted plays in churches, the fa­ 
vorite subject being the resurrection. 
Not only were these plays enacted in 
the churches on these festival days, 
but 
there was dancing, particularly in the 
French cathedrals. 
Even the sun, it is said, dances on 
Easter day. 
In Ireland great preparations were 
made for the last day of Lent. 
Holy 
Saturday, about 9 o’clock, a hen and a 
piece of bacon were put in the pot, and 
at 12 there were eating and much mer­ 
rymaking. At 4 all rose to see the sun 
dance in honor of the resurrection.

Alex ander H. Stephens who became 
Vice President of the Southern Con­ 
federacy, before the convention which 
voted for tbe secession of Georgia 
from the Union made 
a masterly 
speech in opposition to the movement, 
t was prophetic in detail of what 
actually happened. A fter commenting* 
on the fairness with whicb the south 
had been treated and after picturings 
the horrors of tbe war which was 
bound to ensue he concluded thus: 
"And from what? I t is for the over­ 
thrown of the American government, 
established by our common ancestry, 
constructed and built up by their 
sweat and blood and founded on the 
broad principles of right, justice and 
hum anity? And as such I m ust de­ 
clare here, as I have often done before 
* * * th at it is the best and freest gov­ 
ernment, the most equal in Its rights, 
tbe most just in its decisions, tbe 
most lenient in its measures and tbe 
most inspiring in its principles to 
elevate tbe race of men th a t the sun 
of heaven ever shown upon. 
Now for 
you to attem pt to overthrow such a 
government as this * * • is the height 
of madness, folly and wickedaess, to 
which I can lend neither my sanotlcn 
nor my vote." 
This was in January, 1801. 
But tbe 
convention had no patience with coun­ 
sel so distasteful, calm and wise, and 
roisterly bravado Georgia voted itself 
out of the Union. 
Never|in the history of a people wa** 
the human conscience so busy as in 
those formative and eventful yeara 
when the admission of slavery into the 
territoriesfwas tbe bone of contention. 
I t was in tbislperiod th a t the young 
men were being resied, who In God’s 
good tim e should fight the battles for 
for principles which in tbe end would 
demolish human slavery and save tbe 
republic. 
W ith the N orth slavery 
was a matter^of conscience—a m atter 
of rlghtifand wrong pure and simp e 
By no means could this sentim ent be 
dislodged, but on tbe contrary it grew 
and ex tended as tbe yeais went 
Tbe trouble with the South wa 
tbey ignored the moral quality of th at 
which was essentially moral, and were 
blind to the ultim ate trium pb of i 
right over thatlt which is ocnacienoe^ 
less and wrong.
